And now we fee where it is ended;

_ But now,having with 10> muchTruth fore- 
told all thefe Mifchlefs to him, which Iam 
far from triumphing over him in, give me 
leave a little to look forward, and enquire, 
what it is propable may be the Fate of 
Sweden in the Confequence of this Viéto- 
ry,:and what the reft of the ‘Powers of 
Europe ought to do— And in this per- 
haps I may differ from the common Opi- 
nion as much as I did before's and tho" 
Ifoou'd, yet I muft take the liberty to tell 
you my Opinion ; let him that is of ano- 
ther Mind, anfwer it if he can. 

T fhall divide my Thovghts of this Af- 
fair into Two Parts 5 One refpedling the 
Perfon of the Kirg of Sweden, and the 
Other refpe&ing his Dominions ; I mean 
the Couatry of Sweden it felf, and its De- 
pendencies. 

As tothe Kinz of Sweden bimfelf, 1 adore 
the infinite Wifdom ofProvidence in hismoft 
rigitecus Guvernment in the World, who 
defeats the ambitious Defigns of Men, 
cir‘s chem (hort in their unbounded Defires, 
huinbles their Greatnefs, and laughs at 
their proud projedted Schemes of Dominion, 


wheo the Ballance of 


wherein they affront him, and defie his 
Power, as if they could make Conquefts, 


deftroy Natiens, dethrone Monarchs, and 


carry all the World before them, whether 
the Sovereign Ruler of Kings determia’d 
itorno. This mighty Heroe, who would 
hear of no Conditionsy nor ftoop to any 
Treaty, but refolves to punifh the Impu- 
dence of the Czar, a tbey call'd it, in ite 
vading his Dominions———— Bekold bim 
fying like Clouds before the Wind, from the 
Fury of that Nation who were fo lissle in bw 
Eyes. 

Another Obfervation 1 cannot but make,- 
Viz. That Men may. pufh even a juft Re- 
fentment too fz, and make themfelves the 


' Obje&t of chat Vengeance, they think they 


have the Right of executing There 
is no doubt, but that the King of Sweden 
had the jufteft Ground of War, in his firft 
Attacks on the Mufcovite and the Pole, 
that any Prince in this Age ever bhad—— 
They wrongfully invaded what they had no 
juft Claim to; chey bafely attack’d him 
without declaring War againft him, with- 
out demanding any Satisfaétion, or pre- 
tending any Injury; they took himat the 
Time of his Misority, a young unexperi- 
enc’d Prince, under many Difadvantages, 
and as they thought unable to defend him- 


‘felf againft.them they were three uniced 


Powers, the Dane, the Pole, the Mufcovite, 
Beak the fingle Swede -In Defence » 
of his invaded Right, GOD rais’d him 
Friends ; the Englifh and Dutch appear’d 
in his Behalf, cblig’d the Dane to make 
Peace with him upon Terms tothe Dif- 
advantage of Denmark ; GOD carry’d him 
in Triumph over the Bellies of the Poles 
and the Mu/fcovites, in two famous A@ions 
of Riga and Narva, and ble&’d his Arms 
to the Compleat humbling both thefe 
Enemies, driving the King of Pojand to 
beg a hard and very fevere Peace, pufhing 
him quite out of Poland, and poffefing 
Saxony almoft to its entire Ruin 
The Mufcovite he drove into his own Coun- 
try, where he offer’d to make Peace with 
the Swede upon almoft any Ternis. 

Here without doubt he ought to have 
ftop’d here all the Pretence of War end- 
eds for here he might have fettled Poland,

to own King Staniflaus; here he might have

orbitance, has put a Hook into his Noftrils, 
and thrown him from the Top of all his 
Glory, to teach him and all Princes, that 
tho’ chey are permitted to do themfelves 
Right againft the Oppreffions of others,

yet he will make the Wrdth of Man praise

And thus far for the King of Sweden's 
Difafters : But is not the King of Sweden 
now a Memento Mcri to the Northern 
Princes, a good Admonition co them to fet 
Bounds to theit own Aippetites, and not to 
let the Luft of Conquett lead them on be- 
yond the Bounds of Juftice, teft he that 
has for the prefent forfaken the Swede, 
fhould for the fame Error forfake them ? 
I thall reprefent it faithfully for them to 
confider of, let them make what Ufe of it 
they pleafe. But of this bereafter. 


MiIscELLANEA. 


Long fiace thought the Clamour of Per-

But tho’ this has been demonftroted 
over and over in England, and the Men, 
that Reafon will fatisfic, are fatisfier : Yet 
fuch are the hardcn’d F2ces of the High 
Party, that without Confideration for Ar-
